D uring tho war, H r. Beecher gave tone 
to th e whole “loyal” pu lp it of th e coun­ 
try.

Mr. Beecher h aving accomplished the 
object'he had so long and steadily kept 
in view and labored so earnestly to effect 
the A bolition oT slavery, has cast out the 
spirit of hostility to the.South th at form­ 
erly seemed to anim ate liim , and is now 
advocating the policy of forgiveness and 
conciliation. H e has wi itton a letter ex­ 
pressing his “hearty winh fo r the nueces» 
o f all conventions, i>f w hat party soever, 
whose object is the restoration o f all the 
States late in rebellion to their Federal rc- 
latiohs." W e annex a few paragraphs 
from this letter, (not having room for the 
whole,) and hope thátR epublican preach­ 
ers and parishioners w ill road them , so 
th a t they m ay know the present view sof 
the great political imd religious teacher 
they have followed so long. Mr. Beech­ 
er sa y s: 
The Federal Government is unfitto ex­ 
ercise rainorpoliceoind local government, 
and will inevitably blunder when it at­ 
tempts it. Tb keep a half score of States 
under Federal authority, but without na­ 
tional tics and responsibilities; to oblige 
the central autliority to govern half tlte 
territory, of the líuion by Federal civil of­ 
ficers and by the army, is a policy not on­ 
ly uncongenial ¡ to our ideaS and princi­ 
ples, but preem inently dange'rons to the 
spirit of our Government. However hu- 
maue the buds sought and the motives,'“it 
is, in fact,m course of instruction, prepa­ 
ring our Government to be despotic', aud 
familiarizing the people to a* stretch of 
authority'Which can never be other than 
dangerous to liberty. 
I nm aware that gbod men are withheld 
fro ip advocating the prompt add succes­ 
sive admission of the exiled States by the 
fear ehielly of its effect upon parties aud 
uj)on freedmcn. 
I t is said th at if adm itted to Congress 
the,(Southern Senators and R epresenta­ 
tives will coalesce w ith N orthern Demo­ 
crats and rule tho.,country. 
Is this na­ 
tion, then, to rem ain 'dism em bered to 
serve the ends of parties? H ave we learn­ 
ed no wisdom by the history of the last 
ton years, in, w liieh ju st this course of 
saerijjeing the nation to the exigencies 
of parties plunged us into rebellion and 
w ar?

I hear w ith w onder and sham e nn<J 
scorn (he fear of a few th at the .South 
once more in adjustm ent w ith the Federal 
Government* w ill rule this nation! 
The 
N orth is rich—never so ric h ; tho South 
Is poor—never before so poor. The popu­ 
lation of the N orth is nearly double tiiat 
of the South. The industry of the N orth, 
Iti diversity, in forwardness and product­ 
ive tieqs, in all the m achinery and educa­ 
tion required for m anufacturing, is half 
a century in advance of the South.— 
C hureliesdn the N orth crown every hill, 
and schools sw arm in every neighbor­ 
hood; w hile the South has but scattered 
lights; at long distances, liko lighthous­ 
es tw in k lin g i)long the edge of a conti­ 
n en t of darkness. 
In the presence .of 
such a contrast, how m ean ami craven is 
th e fear th at th e Soutliw ill rule the pol­ 
icy* of the land ! T hat it will have an ip - 
ltuence, th at it willNjontribute, In tim e, 
m ost Im portant influences or restraints, 
we are-glad to believe. \ B ut if it rises at 
once to the control of thti G overnm ent it 
w ill be because th e N orth, demoralized 
by prosperity and besotted by groveling 
interests, refuses to discharga its share1 of 
political duty. In such a cash the Soiith 
not only will control the G overnm ent, 
but it ought to do It.

I t Is feared, w ith more reason, th at the 
restoration of the South to her full in ­ 
dependence will be detrim ental to* the
